Upton Sinclair’* book “Tlie jOTgle” was disputed by no less 
a personage than the Presk^t of the the United States.

a nnn whose experience i.ns given him an intimate knuwledg< of the 
whole Business of meat inspection in Chicago. He tclU his experience 
in the May mtmber of Thf H'orld's (Vork. 

Kow Dr. Jaques is not a “muck raker.” 

Tlte articles in question—there arc two more in the same number 
by two -other persons—do not belong to the •’literature of exposure.” 
as The H'orlas It’ork point* out. T^yarc simply published because 
of the danger to the health of the people of the United States. They 
describe a system of which all tlie people are rictims. 

Dr. Jaques himself states right in the beginning of his article 
that he is treating this subject simply from the point of view of a phy¬ 
sician and a private citizen, wlio, with millions of otliers. consumes 
the nrod'Kts of the packing houses. He consitlets this quMion—tliat 
is, tne qucsticii of the padanj' houses, which lie call* the “kitchen of 
the nation”—of far greater nnportance than the taking of rebates from 
the railroads, or the raising of prices. '1 here can be no doubt that he 
is rigid about this. 


Now, to begin with, he points out that government inspection is 
only inade at the packers’ request, because the German government 
would otherwise forbid the export of meat to Germany. .\nd right 
here we want to mention, that the foreigner gets the very bert meat, 
because -his govengnept protects or at Iwt tries to protect him. 

But as to tte effictency of government inspection. Dr. Jaques 
tells us that there is usually but one inspector on duty in the killing 
beds of ea^ packing house. *‘Tbe accuracy and thoroughness of thj 
work,” says Dr. Jaques, “pui be judged when it is estimated that 
fr^ 1606 to aooo cattle are killed under the eye of a single inspector 
in one day. Waik’uig back and forth through the killing beds, the in- 
qiector can give only the briefest glance at thc^ animus that are be¬ 
ing converted into food.' In this glance, he is' supposed to detect 
cadences of disease-which pathologists may require hours to find.” 

That, is the way foreigners are "protected.” _

Therefore tome of the meats for home-use are also “inspected.” 
But if one wants to know what sausage is, which is adveribed as 
jjipvemrocnt inspected, we shall have to quote Dr. Jaques, the head meat 
inspectoi of ijhe .Ci^- of Chicago. He says; 

“Iiimiediaiify following the passing of the meat by the government 


inspectors, tfie beef trimniers cut off all unsi^ly portkmt. enlarged 
^huids or abccsSes. I asked the inspe^or what was done with these 


tnmnungs; 

‘“Sausage,’ was the laounic reply." 

Now our readers at least know what they have to think of saus¬ 
age that bears the “tag” of the (United States inspectors. And how 
about the sausage which is not inspected ? Is not this enough to 
iMk«- an avowed vegetarirn out of. the most inveterate meat eater? 

In the stock yard* of Chicago, in one single day. 150,000 animals 
is not an unusual day's work. It would take hours to find the evi¬ 
dence of disease in some of them. And yet the packers and the gov¬ 
ernment inspectors .^laira that every animal it government inspeaed. 


But the city of Oikago alio has a meat inspector. It has this 
right by the ch^er of tbe dw. And Dr. Jaques, when appointed, 
really meant to do bit duty. But the inspection in Chicago u not an 
easy tUng. For, besides Packingtown, the supervision of the 
tlaughtnmg at all smaller slaughter bouses, within the city limits of 
iq6 square mile* falls to the city inspectora ’The poMbility of six 
men inqiecting the cu ori no u s quantity of slaughtering 6oac there, 
is of course. iMicakius. And Dr. Jaques -says so. 

Dr. Jaques also shows that under the present drcmnstanccs the 
government inspection tag is simply there for the purpose of en¬ 
abling the paclcOT to sell for a ingher price the meat with the gov¬ 
ernment stan^ But it is impdaaible to zay order present amditkms, 
bow much tueased meat passes through the padmg houses. 

For a while, howdrer, thb dodge whb the "government inspec¬ 
tion* worked so well, that tbe dty inspection was even withdrawn, be¬ 
cause the Cbicegd daily pliers, some of them owned by tbe packers, 
claimed that aU tbe meat lalted in the stodc yards was "goveminent 
insjiected.” .So there was in dty inflection in Chicago for two 
years. 

’The deetkm of Dunne in Chicago has resulted in the resumption 
of meat inspection in Chicago since August 7,1905. With two regular 
inspectors and some temporary i^speeb *■, in leM than five months 
more than %3/oofioo worth of rotten mekr, most of which had been 
passed by tfc government inspectors, was destroy-ed.- 'Ihi* enormous 
amounf waa condemned in kss than five roomhs by an insignificant 
force of inspectors whidt "conld have sozed bnt a fraction of wi»t 
should have been taken.” Now Dr. Jaques asks, where did tbatrotten 
meat go, during tbe 23 months when this inspection was withdrawn? 
Of coarse, it went to die public. 

• • * 

Dr. Jaqncs reveals another difficulty, that of the standard of -con- 
demnalion. 

The present health commissioiier of Chicago has rece n tlr decided 
that when tbe disease Js loca l izod, only tlw dueased part needs to be 
ao away. Dr. Jocfoe* savs, commeotjpg on this dedaton, *4 will 
vAiture the assertion, that, though the commissioner of health wiU 
aUoiw the ffeth' from an awmal tiat has localized lumpy jaw— a sort 
of cancer—to pass into the pubUc food supply, be would not 
his -family as ounce of it if M knew it. Ihe men who kill and 
this ment will not eat it.” 

The doctor e^cc ia lK emphaaiaes the fact that there is but ouo lime 
in tbe preforvtieu of tM meat when effective and adequate inspec- 


permu 


tioo can take ptoee, and that is at tiie lime of kitting, when tlw ani¬ 
mal is opened and ail organs are intact . Certain glands and pattkms 
of the viscera are naost important in the evidence of disease. Unless 
tinK.,i* bdeen to search tor this evidence, the stroke of the knife 
it from tSe animal. 


'To nuke tiu whole farce still dearer, it ought to be understood, 
that ifherever government inspectors arc employed, these inspectors 
cannot remaiu a moment longer than the packer desiret. 'The latter 
onder the law can ex{>d every inspector on his premises without 
notice. Thus tbe question, whose servant tlie inspeinor is, answers 
hsdf. 

Besides, tbe p^tioa of the packers most be judged by the com¬ 
mercial law of baying and sdlhy. For example, he buys ao steers 
for $tfiOO and ic^ them to the killiqg room for tbe export trade.

“So the inspector is between two interests,” savs Dr. Jaques. 
“On the one liand, is the ever present dominating interest of tile 
packer. To take tlie man’s sidc^ of beef is like burning his fifty- 
dollar bilk. On the other hand is the absent pubde. tickle and igimr- 
ant. Is it strange that meat ivhich tlie ins|)ector woulil not eat him¬ 
self goes to ihe public by the ton.”

’The inspection inw is two-fold. 

First, an Ante-morten inspection. 'I'hat is, the government pro¬ 
vides the packer with an expensive lorcc of veterinary surgeons, en¬ 
abling him to cull out of the herd such stock as have o]>en blemishes. 
'The loss of this is then tlirown on the cattle raiser, Ix-cause the meat 
trust buys these cattle for half price or whatever it care.* to give for 
them. But of course, this does not thro^the caiea-.ses out of the 
market. 'The sovereign people of the I'mted Sta|e* has to cat tliem. 

. Second, a post-n»rteni inspection, for which ffv- government pro¬ 
vides the packers' with an expensive corps of inajK-ctors, to examine 
hogs and_ cattle for the German market ’That i*. such carcasses a-s 
arc so strioutly infected, that they could be detocteil on the other side 
of the ocean are not exporteil, but not destroyed. M e eat them in 
various shapes and forms,—the worst of them ax lat<l, Imtterine, or 
sausage. 

For c\-en the car&>.9ses which have the uglim' sort of ulcers, 
scabs, etc., are at least turned into lard, because ghe goveminent in¬ 
spector* cbini that cooking destroys the abcessergml di.sease germs. 

“But it can be imagined that the spectacle dmeribed did not tend 
to whet my appetite for the pie-crust shortt^l with ‘Uniteil 
States Government insp-teted' lard,” says Mr. MdKee, who describes 
the process.

tbe packing house. But—“the packer is the in^lcman who liandies 
nirst for profit. 'The seareh for possible diset^ in this meat is not 
hi* concern nor hi* duty. If tiie public ha* <Mni diseased meat in 
the past, are eating it now, or continue to eat it jit the future, it will 
be because they do not have adequate means Jto keep it out of the 
food supply."

But pro¬ 
duction or the making of goods, 
lias long since ceased to be individ¬ 
ual. The labors of scores or even 
thousands, enter iirto almost every 
article produced. Production ii 
now social or collective. Prac¬ 
tically everytliing is made or done 
by many men—sometimes separated 
by seas and continents—working 
together for the sanx end. But 
this co-operation in production is 
not for the direct use of tlx things 
made by the workers who make 
tixm, but for the profit of the own¬ 
ers of the tools and means of pro¬ 
duction; and to this is due the 
present division of society into two 
distinct classes; and from it has 
sprung all the miseries, iidarmonies 
and contradictions of our civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Between these two classes there 
can be no possible compromise or 
idoitity of interest, any more than 
there can be peace in the midst 
of war, or light ir tbe midst of 
darkness. A society based upon 
this class division carries in itself 
the seeds of its own destruction. 
Such a society is founded on funda¬ 
mental injustice. There can be no 
possible buis for social peace, for 
individual freedom, fjf mental har¬ 
mony, except in the consdous and 
complete triumph rf the working 
class as the only class that has the 
right or power to he. 

IV. 

The Sodal-Democratic program 
is not a theory imposed upon so- 
cic^ for its acceptai^ or rejection. 
It U but the intcrpnrfation of what 
is, sooner or later, mevitable. Capi¬ 
talism is already struggling to its 
destraction. It is no longer com¬ 
petent to organize or administer the 
work of the world or even to pre¬ 
serve itself. The captains of in- 
dustn' Are appalled at their own 
^huhifity to cwtrol or direct the 
f^iidly socializing forces of in¬ 
dustry. ^Thg so-called 'trust is but 
a sign and form of this developing 
aodilization rf the word's worlc 
TLe tnuycrsal increase rf tbe un¬ 
certainty of cmptoyrnenL the un’- 
iMrMl 'capltaliit determination to 
break down the nmty of labor in 
the trades union^ the widespread 
apprehensions of impending clutoge, 
reveal that tbe constitutions of capi¬ 
talist sbdety are passing under the 
power of Inhering forces that will 
soon de s troy them. 

Into the midst rf this strain and 
crises of civiKzation, the Sodal- 
Derooentic movement comes as 
[the onfr saving or conservative 
jiorce. If the world b to be saved 
from chaos, from universal disorder 
and mbery. it must be 1 ^ the un¬ 
ion of the workers of all nations in 
the Social-Democtatic movement 
Tto Social-Democraric party comes 
with the only proposition or pro¬ 
gram for intdl^ntiy and deliber- 
atoy orgastitiag the nation for the 
comnwn good rf aH As citizens. It 
b the first time that the mind of 
man has ever been directed toward 
the conscious organization of so¬ 
ciety. 

Sixn^Demorracy means that all 
those things upon which the people 
in common depend shall by the 
people in coaimon be owned and 
admintstered. It nxans that tbe 
toob of empkijTtwnt shall belong 
to tbeir creators and users; that all 
production shall be -for the direct 
use of tbe producers; that tbe mak¬ 
ing of gexids-for prrft shall come 
to an end; that we shall all be work¬ 
ers together, and that Of^rtunities 
shall be open and equal to all men. 

V. 

To that end that the workers may 
seue every possible advann^i^e that 
may stren^nen them to gain com¬ 
plete control of tlx powers of gov¬ 
ernment ^and thereby the sooner 
establish the co-operative common- 
wesfth, the Social-Democratic party 
pledges toelf to watch and work 
m both tbe economic' and political

including initiative, referendum, 
proportiixial representation, and the 
recall of officers by tlxir ennstitu- 
ants; and for every gain or ad- 
vant^e for the workers that may 
be wrested from the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, and that may relieve the suf¬ 
ferin'' and stren^hen the hands 
of labor. We lay upon every man 
elected to am executive or Ic^la- 
tive office the first duty of striving 
to procure whatever b for the 
workers' roost iimnediatc interest, 
and for whatever will lessen the 
economic and political powers of 
the workers. 

But, in so doing, we are nsing 
these remedial measures as means 
to the one great end of the co-op-; 
erative commonwealth. Such mess-1 
tires of relief as we may be able 
to force from capitalism are but a 
preparation of the workers to seize 
the whole powers cf govemnxnt, 
in order that they mzy thenffiy lay 
hoU of the whM ^tem of in¬ 
dustry, and thus coax into their 
rigfatful inlxritance. 


To this end wc pledge ourselves, 
as the party of the working class, 
to use all political power, as fast 
as it shall be entrusted to.us by 
our fellow-workers, both for their 
ultinute and compete emancipa¬ 
tion. To this end we appeal 4 o all 
the workers of America and to all 
wlio will lend their lives to tlx ser¬ 
vice of the workers in their struggle 
to gain their own, and to all who 
will nobly and disinterestedly gpve 
their days and energies unto the 
workers' cans^to cast tlxir lot and 
faith with the Social-Democratic 
liarty.

President Roosevelt projKises to 
curb plutocracy through the in- 
stmmcatality of an inheritance tax, 
destroying great fortunes by forc¬ 
ing t'leir distribution on penalty of 
a cvn/iscatorv-tnx. Through an in¬ 
heritance tax the great fortmies of 
the country could be broken up. 
But plutocric'- is not bound up in 
the fortunes r.f any'oite individual. 
The rorpt r? .ion nes'cr dies. The 
inheritance taxe strikes at the effect 
ratlwr than r.t tlte cause. It would 
grow two plutocrats where one 
plutocrat grew before. It would 
leave the privileges through which 
plutocracy absorbs wcaltli unmo¬ 
lested. In itielf, it would be in¬ 
adequate. It would liarrass and 
Itampcr, but it would not destroy. 

VVe have Mr. Roosevelt’s rem¬ 
edy. What has Mr. Watterson to 
propose? He would revise the 
tariff, but as desirable as tariff may I 
Ik it would not work the desiruc- j 
tion of plutocracy It has hastened 
its development, but plutocracy no 
longer is dependent upon tariff 
tribute for existence.

In a rather short session the new 
city ccmncil of Milwaukee held its 
first routine meeting last Monday 
afternoon. Tlic new standing com¬ 
mittees were amioiiiiecd liy the chair 
—with the Sicial-IJeuKicrals gel¬ 
ling representation on each and 
every one of them. The ap|>jinl- 
iiietiis by the mayor for the imini- 
riisil electric ligiit plant commis¬ 
sion were coiifirnied after sonic dc- 
liate. Several resolutions were 
intrixhiced hv tlieSocial-Democrats. 

The first hiisiiicss to come u,i 
war the a]i|Kiiiitmcnt hy former 
iiuvor Rose of one C, J*. Mcrriam, 
a Rose hc-eler. lo the iiiiiHirlant 
[ifisilion of gas ins|)eetor, which had 
lieeii laid over from the preccfiiiig 
meeting. The confirmation had 
licen op|KJse<l by the Sxiialists in 
the council and in the puhlie press, 
on the ground of imfiiness. llefore 
the meeting .Mcrriam had boasted 
that he had thirty aldcnncii pletlged 
and that he would be confirmed 
hands down. Aid. Smith tried
